WASHINGTON, July 31—(UP)

A final vote was scheduled by 


agreement for late afternoon, but 
a test of strength was expected 
earlier on a motion to return the 
measure to the senate educatipn 
and labor committee which drafted 
it. 


Sen. Tom Connally, D., Tex., a 


leader of forces opposing the bill, 
declined to predict the result of 
the vote on recommitting the pro- 
posal. After canvassing the sen- 
ate, he said that it "will be 
mighty close." 


Senate Majority Leader Alben 


W. Barkley, of Kentucky^ headed 
the administrp _ion ur-Lve for enact- 
ment, »aid he felt confident there 
were enough votes to" defeat the 
motion to recommit but conceded 
that "the outcome will be close." 
Most senators agreed that if that 
motion fails, the bill will pass. 


Imporant Decision 


The fate of President Roose- 


velt's entlre-pre-adjournment pro- 
gram was considered at stake on 
the result of the wage and hours 
bill vote. Many congressional vet- 
erans believed that a defeat would 
precipitate a rush for adjournment 
which might easily see congress 
ending "within a few days."

LONG BEACH, Cal., July 31. 


i—(UP)—Something went 
wrong 


in the brain of Alfredo Codona, 
(ropreme artist of the flying trap- 
eze, and, tenderly, a little apolo- 
getically, 
he emptied a revolver 


into his wife - that is, emptied it of 
all but one bullet. With that bullet, 
fee killed himself. 


His wife was Vera Bruce, a star 


among the high trapeze performers 
to her own right, and a protege of 
the incomparable Lillian 
Leitzel, 


Codona's first wife, who fell from 
a flying ring in 1931, and was kill- 
led.Miss Bruce was probably fatally 
wounded. Doctors said she could 
not live. 


Throughout the world circus go- 


•rs and circus performers mourned 
Codona today, for he was a per- 
former without a peer. 
He had 


made innumerable world tours and 
had appeared in practically every 
sizeable town of the United States, 
•tar of the aerial act, "The Flying 
Codonas." 


No Last Statement 


He made no last statement, left 


»o notes, and there was no con- 
clusive evidence of his motive. But 
hi» friends believed that his mind 
had been strained by two tragedies 
•—the death of Miss Leitzel, whom 
he loved with wholehearted devo- 
tion, and the termination of his 
own career by a fall two years ago 
that broke 15 bones in his body. 


, Miss Leitzel, doing her danger- 
ous and difficult "giant one arm 
flange" in Copenhagen, Denmark, 
fell to her death on March 13, 
1931, a Friday. Codona was incon- 
•olable. He returned her ashes to 
their home here and erected a huge 
marble memorial for her. A year 
latter he married Miss Bruce who 
had joined his act in 1928 on Miss 
LeitzeVs recommendation. 


i 
Two years ago Codona was per- 


forming his celebrated triple som- 
ersault in Philadelphia—the feat 
that made him one of the greatest 
acrobats of his age. 
Miss Bruce 


propelled him into space, 85 feet 
above the circus ring, at a speed of 


1 tO miles an hour. In a distance of 


••even feet he revolved three times, 
ending with his hands locked in 
the hands of his brother, Lalo, who 
hung from another trapeze. He had 
performed it hundreds of 
times, 


knowing that the slightest error 
meant a fall and probable death. 
He made that error in Philadelphia. 
Fifteen bones were broken and his 
tareer was ended. 


Months in Hospital 


After months in the hospital, he 


returned to the circus, at first on- 
ly to watch the performers, fin- 
ally to try again. But his timing 
was off, his shoulder muscles no 
longer were flexible, and his ca- 
pabilities on the high 
trapeze 


were those of the ordinary artist 
•—not those of the great Codona. 


From that point on, his friends 


noted a heavier melancholy in his 
demeanor. 
He seemed to brood. 


He was urged to retire from the 
circus for good, but, though he 
was a wealthy man through the 
accumulations of his huge earn- 
ings as a star, he could not stay

LEARNING TO LIVE 


E live to learn, yet slowly learn 


live, so that our living brings us no 


return,** wrote Lord Byron, who himself 
was a good example of it. Robert M. Hut- 
/chins, the still-young president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, wants to change that, 
as far as college education is concerned. He 
is helping with an experiment in another 
college "to try out the ancient idea of 
edu- 


cating people to live, rather than to earn 
a living." 


It means, in plain English, a revival of

THE F. B. I. SCHOOL 


*1*HE second class of the Justice Depart- 
•• 
ment's school for police officers has 


just begun its study in Washington. It is 
composed of 37 men from many parts of 
the country. They are to be put through a 
twelve-week course of intensive training in 
law enforcement, finger-print 
identifica- 


tion work, record-keeping, police adminis- 
tration and organization. Members of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation are the in- 
structors. The first class will graduate late 
in July. There are to be three classes a 
year.

In schools, etc. Why infantile 
paralysis prefers the summer is 
unknown. The epidemics are sel- 
dom large and seldom widespread, 
usually being confined to one or 
two communities in a country, and 
running their course in a few 
weeks or months. 


The cause is an ultramicroscopic 


virus which is one of the smallest 
organisms known. It has a strong 
affinity for nervous tissue, espe- 
cially the cells of the central nerv- 
ous system. 


The virus enters the central 


nervous system by way of the 
nerve of smell in the nose. The ol- 
factory nerve-ends spread out over 
the upper part of the nose, and the 
fibers of the nerve enter the skull 
at this point and lead directly to 
the central nervous tissue. Travel- 
ing along these nerves, for which 
the virus has an affinity, it makes 
its way to the cells governing the 
movements of muscles, destroying 
them and thus causing the paraly- 
sis. 


That this is the method of inva- 


sion has been proved by sectioning 
the olfactory tracts on both sides 
in monkeys. 
In these animals 


virus instilled into the nose will 
not cause the disease. 


This explains how the newest 


method of prevention works. A one 
per cent solution of zinc sulphate 
is sprayed into the nose exactly on 
the part where the olfactory nerve

No success was ever obtained by 


the use of immune serum or vac- 
cines in preventing infantile pa- 
ralysis, either when given in th« 
nose or any other way. This dis- 
appointment caused investigator* 
to try other means of prevention. 


In 1935 Armstrong and Harrison, 


of the National Institute of Health 
in Washington, reported that a. 
solution of alum injected into the 
nose in monkeys prevented infec- 
tion in a large number of cases 
when the virus was artificially in- 
stilled subsequently into the nose. 
Following their work a large se- 
ries of experiments were done by 
Schultz and Gebhardt at Stanford 
university. They tried out -40 dif- 
ferent chemicals, many of which 
had protective power, but none as 
effective as the zinc sulphate. 


The solution must be applied di- 


rectly to the olfactory membrane, 
and the technique of doing this la 
somewhat special. All nose spe- 
cialists are trained to do it, and 
general practitioners can learn 
very easily. It seems certain that 
when the next epidemic of infantile 
paralysis arrives it will be em- 
ployed widely, and all the children 
in the epidemic areas will have a 
nasal spray several times, so the 
training of technicians in all com- 
.nrunities is advisable.

helium instead of hydrogen. 


This is a sequel to the disaster 


which overtook the airship Hin- 
denburg. 


The original plan for the LZ 130 


was to enlarge the balloon to com- 
pensate 
for 
the 
difference 
in 


weight between the two gases, but 
this had to be abandoned because 
it was found that existing hangars 
would not accomodate a larger 
airship. 


So the dirigible is to remain the 


same size as the Hindenburg, and 
other methods are being found to 
compensate for the greater weight 
of helium. The total weight of the 
airship must be reduced by 20 tons 
if the cruising range Is to remain 
the same and the passenger 
ac- 


commodation left at 50. 


Engineers therefore are examin- 


ing all details of the airship 
to 


detect any parts which could be 
made In lighter material. 


Another problem to be solved is 


the conservation of the expensive 
helium. The Hindenburg used 
to 


release 200,000 cubic meters of hy- 
drogen each trip to prevent the 
•hip becoming too buoyant as the 
engine fuel was used up. Helium 
cannot be dissipated like this. En- 
gineers are considering means of
